Hetherington, 
Constable Mott, Corporal Manson and 
a Mr. Smith were present, When the 
body was exhumed it was examined 
for identification by Mr, Smith. He 
looked more particularly at the con+ 
tour of the face and teeth. The face 
was all discolored and swollen, ‘Che 
left eye was completely gone, the nose 
out of shape, one side of the upper lip 
was gone anda gapin the side of the 
lower lip, The front teeth were larg- 
er and heavier than usual, they being 
very square, Between the incisor’ 
and eye tevth there was quite a gap 
and the eye teeth themselves were 
heavier than usual, He thouyht it 
would not be unreasonable to identify 
a man with such teeth, All the teeth 
in view were complete, There was no 
trace of dental work or filling abont 
the teeth, The body was measured in 
his presence, The result of the meas- 
uremont was five feet seven inches,

Lewis Mott, sworn: Ama con- 
stable in the N.W.M.P. Was 
stationed at Wetaskiwin in Aug- 
ust last. Executed a search war- 
rant in company with Sergt, 
Hetherington and exhumed a body 
in the Wetaskiwin church yard, 
Returned to the Bullock house on 
the following Monday. Under the 
warrant I found a comb. Took it 
to Wetaskiwin and handed it to 
Sergt. Hetherington. Comb was 
made of some kind of metal and 
had words engraved thereon. The 
comb produced is the same one, 
Was present at the post mortem, 

John W. Lyons, who lives 10 
miles east of Ponoka, gave a 
lengthy account of how the prison- 
er and his father called at his 
place, He knew them before com- 
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He was of ppinion that the swelling 
from decompositic } would not alter 
this measuremer vo any appreciable 
extent. He would say if the measure- 
ment.,were iade as 5 feet 104 inches it 
would bt wrong. The autopsy was 
confined solely to the head, Jn the 
head an external opening was found 
behind the ear. There was much ex- 
ternal decomposition. Dr. Braith- 
waite used a probe. When he put the 
probe in it went straight across the | 
head, then he turned the point toward 
the vault of the skull and the probe 
went right up. Afterwards they took 
the top of the skull off. The mem- 
brape gf the brain was quite intact, 
The brain matter was in liquid form, 
and when Dr. Braithwaite opened the 
membrane most of the brain matter 
van out. In what remained in the 
skull they found a piece of lead. 
(Piece of lead produced and identified. 
They searched for ‘another bullet 
among the brain matter remaining. 
Did pot findany, On examining the 
skulla hole was found in the bony 
portion, corresponding to the exter- 
/nalinjury. The hole was longer than 
broad. The hole was about }# of an 
inch long and § of an inch wide. It 
looked as if it had been two holes 
coming together obtusely, the portion 
of bone between them being broken 
down. He judged that the two holes 
would have been about an 4 of an 
inch apart. There was a place whene 
the bone was completely gone be- 
tween the top of the nose and ‘the 
roof of the prbit of the eye. “Witness 
put it down to decomposition, but Dr. 
Braithwaite held that it had been 
caused by the bullet. This was the 
eye that was gone, Taken that there 
were two bullets the Doctor was of 
opinion that one of them might have 
escaped with the brain matter that 
had run out or it might have struck 
the vault of the skull, been deflected 
and lodged in the neck, At a subse- 
quent examination they removed the 
skull and a section of the neck and 
searched for the bullet without find- 
ing it. At this time the face was 
completely gone in decomposition.

eighteen to twenty-three years, us a 
usual thing. / Examinatioy® of the 
jaws in this case showed that the 
wisdom teeth in the lower jaw had 
just come through the gum. Those 
in the upper jaw had not come 
through. Witness judged from this 
that the deceased was 
one years of age at the tame of his 
death, ; 

At this point Dr. Robertson pro- 
duced the skull and showed to the 
jurymen the hole in side behind where 
the ear had been, 


The object of the cross-exammation 
by Mr. Bown was to show that the 
corpse which had been discovered last 
June was not that of Leon Stainton 
but some other person unknown. In 
pursuance of this design counsel for 
the defendant closely pressed the wit- 
ness on- two points, the age of the 
victim and the time which the body 
had remained in the grave, The 
Doctor informed the court that the 
chief means of arriving at the age of a 
corpse was by means of the wisdom 
teeth, but that the form and arrange- 
ment of the teeth alone wasn't suf- 
ficient to identify a man by, but taken 
in conjunction with other facts would 
form a strong link in the identifica 
tion of a corpse. From the witness’ 
examination of the teeth he had ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the body 
was that of a manabout the age of 21 
to 23,

ertson held the post-mortem examin- 
ation on the body on Aug. 19, was the

“The 
side of the skull was fractured. I had 
fractured a piece of bone between the 
two holes in the skull, Whilst prob- 
{ng the wound I felt this piece of bone 
give way and thus afterwards, it ap- 
peared to be one whole, The hole 
which thus resulted would not in my 
opinion be the result of one bullet. 
The appearance of the wound from 
the outside was so putrified that at 
that period I could not distinctly 
make out any bullet hole. Uf there 
had been two bullet holes, I explained 
the fact that only one was apparent 
by. the fagt. that decomposition was so 
advanced that the two holes had run 
together, The fatal bullet was found 
in the liquid matter inthe skull, not 
imbedded and this would undoubted- 
ly cause death after its entrance, The 
direction of the shot was a positionon 
the left hand side and a little behind 
the deceased, I saw bullet washed 
and cleaned, A little piece came off 
in the washing, I don’t know what 
became of it, In reply to a questlon 
as to whether a body would decom- 
pose more quickly after it had gone 
through the process of freezing and 
thawing, Dr. Braithwaite replied, 
Yes, it would hastenit.” Dr, Braith- 
Waite said the Wisdom teeth in the 
upper jaw Were fairly advanced and 
approximately he should judge the 
age to be about 20-22, in exceptional 
cases itmight be older or younger,
